SENATOR BROWN ON THE SILVER 
QUESTION. 


_ Beck’s Resolution Called Up and Much Discus- 
sion Had Theron—Hoar’s Presidential Succes- 
sion Bill in the House—The President's 
Reception—Washirgton Gossip. 


WASHINGTON, January 14.—In the sen- 
te Mr. Hawley again presided today in the 
bsence of the president pro tem. 

The chair laid before the _ scnate 
fr. Morrill’s resolution, offered yester- 
dav, calling on the secretary of the treasury to 
pform the senate whether any collectors of 
nteérnal revenue, not confirmed by the senate, 

‘were in receipt of the pay and emoluments of 
office. 
Mr. Beck said he would not object to the 
<olution but saw no necessity for it. The 
senate knew all that was to be known on the 
subject. The law on the subject,passed during 
President Johnson’s time, had been very 
sweeping, but during President Grant’s time it 
had been modified. Since then newly ap- 
pointed officers of the class designated by Mr. 

orrill had received emoluments of office. 

he supreme court had decided that they were 
entitled to it. When the republicans had be-

Mr. Brown called up Mr. Beck’s silver reso- 
tion, and addressed the senate on it. It 
ould be unwise, he said,and unjust to the 
yple to suspend the coinage of silver at pres- 
t. So far as the bondholders were con- 
rned, the medium in which they were to be 
id had not been left in doubt, but had been 
minated in the bond. They were to be paid 
lawful money of the United States. At the 
me of the contract greenbacks were the law- 
money of the United States and almost the 
Meniy currency. The bondholders, however, 
any of whom had paid in silver only 40 or 50 
a@eents on the dollar for their bonds, soon went 
stematically to work to increase the value of 
beir demands against the government. They 
ed the columns of influential newspapers 
nd the brains of influential inen to secure the 
assage of the act of 1868 changing the con- 
act and making bonds payable in coin with- 
mt giving for that change any new considera- 
lon. “Coin” meant gold or silver. But not 
et satisfied, they soon had the pleasure of 
teeing the refunding act of 1870 passed, which 
prescribed that the new bonds should be paid 
an coin of their standard vyalue—-the same 
standard as that of today. It 
would be naturally supposed, Mr. Brown 
montinued, that this system of changing the 
mitract from time to time, making it each

Since that time the creditor class 
bad failed to influence congress, but it had 
bn fortunate enough to continue to receive 
ament in gold alone. Those men who had 
en receiving gold alone while other credit- 
of the United States had to take silver or 
enbacks. The result was that the bonds 
steadily advanced till they were now 
th 120 to 124, and the cry still was that the 
pdholders should be dealt liberally with, 
i that taxes must be increased in order to 
them better currency than other 
le, so as to keepupthe credit of the 
ted States when the three per cent bond 
at par. Mr. Brown did not care to tax the 
ble to put credit any higher.

| May. Though they bad thus agreed to take 
Syipent in either gold or silver, they were 
wee paid in gold alone, while everybody else 
paid in silver. This was neither fair deal- 
, wor common honesty. Ever since the 
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lars a month the bondholders and bankers had 
been threatening that all our gold would be ex- 
pone if we did not stop the coinage of silver. 

t was now eight yearssince the passage of 
that act, and still, according to the report of 
the secretary of the treasury we had twice as 
much gold coin as silver coin in 
the country. Almost every year we 
had imported more * gold than 
we had exported. France and Germany had 
three times as much legal tender in silver coin 
as we had, yet our country was several times 
larger than those countries combined, While 
our population was more energetic and enter- 
prising than that of any other country in the 
world, we Lad within the past five or six years 
exported $500,000,000 worth of merchandise 
more than we had imported. These figures 
represented a sum of money which foreign 
nations had paid us over and above the ex- 
change of commodities. Inasmuch as gold was 
the medium of settlement between Europe and 
America, we would receive gold for our Euro- 
rean balances. As to our commerce with 
China in tea, and with Brazil and Cuba in coffee 
and sugar,the balance of trade was against us, 
but those were silver countries and 
would take our silver in settlement. Mr. 
Brown advocated the issuance of silver certifi- 
cates to representthe silver in the treasary. 
Every surplus gold and silver dollar, he said, 
not a part of the necessary 
treasury reserve, should be put 
into circulation by a gold or silver certifi- 
cate. Instead of having too much silver coin, 
business would be much improved if we had 
more of it in circulationin the form of. paper 
certificates. To meet the demands of our com- 
merce and growing business, we could safely 
carry $400,000,000 more silver and then we 
would have less legal tender silver coin than 
France and Germany together, and only a lit- 
tle more than France alone. “If the national 
banks attempt to practically demonetize sil- 
vor,’ said Mr. Brown in conclusion, ‘‘and if the 
ofticers whorepresent the people in the different 
departments of the government will not take 
the matter in hand, then the people at their 
recurring elections should take it in hand and 
fill all the departments of the government 
with men who will apply a corrective and 
forfeit the charters of such banks ks abuse their 
privileges.” 

Mr. Maxey followed, taking the same view 
of the silver and bond question as Mr. Brown. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Maxey’s remarks, 
the judicial salary bill was laid before the sen- 
ate. One of the sections of the bill provides 
that no person related within the degree of 
first cousin toa judge ofthe United States court, 
shall be appointed by such judge to any posi- 
tion in his court, and that persons so related 
who now hold such office shall not continue in 
ottice after six months from the passage of the 
act. 

Some discussion arose on the last clause— 
which would legislate out of office relatives 
now in office. Mr. Edmunds was willing that 
such appointments should not be made in fu- 
ture, but thought it would work great hardship 
and injustice to legislaae out of office men who, 
by experience and training, had come to be, 
perhaps, the most efficient and capable persons 
who could be found to fill offices, The clause, 
too, in Mr. Edmunds’s belief, was retroactive 
ane therefore objectionable on that account. 
He moved to strike out the clause that would 
affect persons at present in office. This was 
agreed to after considerable debate, 

At 5:10 p. m., with the bill still pending, and 
Mr. Morgan speaking against the bill, the sen- 
ate adjourned till Monday next.

Hoar Presidential Succession 
Other Matters. 

WASHINGTON, January 14.—Mr. Dingley, 
Maine, from the shipping committee, reported 
a t1esolution directing that the committee 
inquire what, if any, legislation will promote 
ihe interests of the Amecrican marine employ- 
ed in the fisheries, and to report by bill or 
otherwise. Adopted. 

Mr. Wellborn offered a resolution authoriz- 
ing allcommittees having jurisdiction of the 
general appropriation bills to have printed 
such documents as they may desire. Referred. 

Two private bills only were reported under 
the call of the committees for reports, and then 
began the morning hour for the consideration 
of such business as might be called up. 

On behalf of the committee on ways and 
means, Mr. Morrison, of Illinois, called up the 
resolution for the distribution of the presi- 
cent’s message. Adopted without objection or 
amendment. 

On behalf of the committee on presidential 
laws, Mr. Caldwell, of Tennessee, called up the 
Hoar presidential succession bill, and as there 
were but few minutes of the morning hour re- 
maining, by ulianimous consent it was agreed 
that the debate should continue during the af- 
ternoon, Mr. Caldwell reserving the.right to 
callthe previous question atany time. Mr. 
Caldwell stated that the cemmittee in report- 
ing this measure had not dealt with indiffer- 
ence or disrespect with other  proposi- 
LioLs before it. There were 
many measures proposed that would 
more properly meet all possible or imaginary 
exigencies than the one now reported, but they 
all required constitutional amendment before 
they could become laws, anda _ constitutional 
amendment involved a delay which would ill 
accord with the reasonable anxicty whicha 
great body of people felt. There was many 
exigencies which the pending measure did not 
cover, but the present exigency it completely 
covered. Jt wasatemporary bridge thrown 
across the chasm in order to meetthe public 
demand, and would be followed in due time by 
an enduring structure over whicha longline 
of republican and democratic presidents might 
march in unbroken succession. 

Mr. Perkins, of Kansas—If the president 
should die or be removed, who, under this bill, 
would succeed to the office? 

Mr. Caldwell—The secretary of state. 

Mr. Perkins—If, in 1888, the election of last 
year should be reversed and the electoral col- 
lege should meet and should designate a presi- 
dent and vice-president, and before their in- 
auguration they should die or should be as- 
eassinated, who for four years thereafter would 
continue as president? 

Mr. Caldwell—The present secretary of state. 

Mr. Perkins—If in 1892 the same should 
occur again, who would be president for 
four years? 

Mr. Caldwell—That is only an assumption, 
thet in 1885 the gap has not been removed by 
other and better legislation. 

Mr. Perkins—Do you believe it is good leg- 
islation to give any officer power to perpetuate 
himself indefinitely in the executive office. 

Mr. Caldwell—I do not, and I do not under- 
stand thatthe bill admits of any such con- 
struction. 

Mr.Coopgr. of Ohio, who prepared the minor. 
ity nee stated the reasons which impelled 
him to take a stand against the méastre, and 
pointed out the objections which he consider- 
ed fatal to its utility. He protested against 
the general principles of the bill; against the 
idea of vesting in the person who occupied the 
president‘al chair power to perpetuate the suc- 
cession by naming his successor. He was 
profoundly doubtful of the constitutionality 
of the provision which would vest the presi- 
dency upon a man appointed by an outgoing 
acdininistration. He believed it to bein viola- 
tion, not only of the spiritand letter of the 
constitution, but of the spirit out of which the 
constitution rose, and was unwise legislation, 
because it tended to widen the space between 
the president and the people. 

Mr. Adams, of New York, rose and propound- 
ed the question: “Suppose the secretary of the 
treatury should succeed to the office of pres i- 
dent and then appointed a 
secr of state, assuming 
that a vacancy existed, who would be presi- 
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unexpired term and afterthe secretary of 
state qualified?” | 

“That is the question which I give up,” re- 
plied Mr. Cooper. Continuing, he said that if 
there was defects inthe present law, they 
should be remedied by carefully considered 
legislation. What it was worth while for con- 
gress to do, was worth doing well. He could 
see no exigency which required red hot haste 
in passing this m@asure. 

Mr. Eden, of Illinois, defended the bill 
against adverse criticism, and pointed out 
wherein it was an improvement over the ex- 
isting law. The present measure would pre- 
serve the country from anarchy in case of trou- 
ble arising in a matter of presidential succes- 
sion. 

Mr. McKinley, of Ohio, gave notice of a sub- 
stitute which he would offer for the bill. This 
substitute preserves the law of 1792 with the 
addifion of a provision that for the purpose of 
having the speaker of the housa of representa- 
tives continually in office, congress shall con- 
vene on the 4th of March next, suéceeding the 
election ef representatives to congress, and 
whenever a vacancy exists, either in the office 
of president pro tem. of the senate or speaker 
of the house, the president shall convene the 
house in which the vacancy exists, fer the 
purpose of electing a presiding officer. 

Mr. Peters, of Kansas, regarded the pending 
measure as unconstitutional, inexpedient and 
impolitic. But for these faults it was a pretty 
fair bill. He said that congress had no power 
to enact a law which violated the intent of the 
constitution, and which in effect declared that 
an appointive officer should act as president. 
It was a flagrant usurpation of the power vested 
in the people. 

Mr. Seney, of Ohio, believed that the presi- 
dential succession under the existing laws was 
almost doubtful and uncertain. He detailed 
difficulties which might arise under the pres- 
ent system and complications which might be 
thrust upon the country in the event of there 
being no president of the senate and no speak- 
er of the hotse at the time of presidential dis- 
ability. He earnestly advocated the passage 
of the pending measure, maintaining that it 
would remove many dangers from the path of 
presidentiai succession. 

Mr. Cowles, of North Carolina, favored the 
bill, not because it was the best that could be 
devised, but because it was sufficient for the 
evil existing today. 

Mr. Adams, of Illinois, submitted an argu- 
mentin opposition to the bill, which he re- 
garded as a dangerous one. The powers of the 
president were so vast, the splendor of the of- 
fice was so captivating to the minds of even 
the wisestof American statesmen, that the 
transfer, even of the acting presidency from 
one man to another, ought not to be permitted 
to depend on a state of fact so hard to define 
and so hard to maintain as “disability.” 

Mr. Dibbie, of South Carolina, inquired 
whether the same objection might not be ad- 
vanced with even greater force against the ex- 
isting law. 

Mr. Adams admitted this, but stated he had 
prepared an amendment which would remedy 
the evil. His second objection to the bill was 
that there was no provision for a speedy elec- 
tion by the people to fill a vacancy in the office 
of president. 

Mr. Rowell, of Illinois, characterized the bill 
as a crude one, and suggested that if the pre- 
siding ofticer of the senate was of the same 
party as the executive, there would not be hot 
baste to amend a law which had stood for 94 
years. He could see no force in the objection 
tothe law; that the presiding officer of the 
senate and the speaker of the house Were not 
United States officers. It they were 
not, then there was no legislative 
biauch of the federal government. But the 
stropgest objectien to the bill, in his, opinion, 
was that it permitted the party in power to 
perpetuate that power for an indefinite num- 
ber of years, as admitted by the gentleman 
from Tennessee (Caldwell). Never before had 
American people been presented with such 
temptation to crime; such a temptation to an- 
archy; such temptation to revolution, The 
debate then closed, but will be resumed to- 
morrow after the of 
business,

Mr. Allison Corrects An Error as to Mr. Kas- 
son. 

WASHINGTON, January 14.—In the senate 
today, Mr. Allison desired tocorrect an error 
of a statement occurring in the Keily corres- 
pondence, a printed copy of which had been 
placed before the senate. He disclaimed any 
intention to criticise the secretary of state, in 
whose letter the error occurred; that the secre- 
tary had, no doubt, been erroneously informed 
by a subordinate. As a matter of justice, how- 
ever, to a distinguished citizen of lowa, the 
facts should be made known. This statement 
was to the effect that when Mr. Kasson had 
been nominated to the Spanish mission, he was 
objected to by the government of Spain. 
Mr. Allison, upon the very best 
authority, characterized the statement 
as wholly erroneous. No objection 
he said, had been made by Spain to the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Kasson. The impression 
that the Spanish government had objected was 
derived from newspaper hints made at the 
time, and not from any statement made by any 
official of the Spanish government. After the 
appointment of Mr. Kasson to Madrid, Mr. Al- 
lison continued, the then secretary of state, 
Mr. Evarts, asked him (Mr. Allison) whether 
Mr. Kasson would prefer the Austrian mis- 
sion, to which Mr. Allisep replied he had no 
coubt he would. 

Mr. Allison sent tothe desk and had the 
clerk read a letter, dated January 6, 1586, 
from Mr. Evarts to Mr. Kasson, stating that 
no question was ever raised as to Mr. Kasson’s 
acceptability to the Spanish government. “The 
appointment for Madrid,” the letter continues, 
“originally proposed by me, was changed upon 
your preference to Vienna, and for reasons 
having no connection whatever with, or 
knowledge of, either government.” 

Mr. Vest was glad to hearthe exact facts. 
The original statement, if a misapprehension, 
was 2 misapprehension very gereral through- 
out the country. He (Vest) had seen the 
statement in the press, and Mr. Kasson’s want 
of aeceptability to Spain had been understood 
to grow out of views expressed by him regard- 
ing the relations of Spain and Cuba, not out of 
anything reflecting on Mr. Kasson’s personal 
character. 

Mr. Evarts said that, when secretary of 
state, he had offered the Spanish mission to 
Mr. Kasson by authority of the president. 
Another gentleman, Mr. Lowell, who had been 
offered the Austrian mission, had shown a dis- 
pasition to find a motive, suitable to his liter- 
ary tastes and uits, te undertake the Span- 
ish nrission. t gentleman declining the 
Austrian mission, Mr. Evarts was able te pre- 
sent to Mr. Kasson the choice of the Austrian 
mission, which was one higher im grade, 
emoluments and rank, Mr. Kasson had chosen 
the Austrian mission, and the other gentleman 
took the Spanish mission. The matter was 
then dropped.

CHATTANOOGA, January 14.—[{Special.]— 
News is now reaching the city showing the 
intensity of the recent cold snap. At Kingston, 
where the Clinch and Emory empty into the 
Tennessee, everything is frozen. The Clinch 
and Emery were frozen from their mouth to 
their source, and the Tennessee.is frozen for 
miles above Kingston. The Tennessee is 
frozen across six miles belof the city. A dan- 
gerous ice gorge is anticipated after the thaw. 

FINE WEATHER IN RICHMOND. 

RICHMOND, Va., January 14.—Navigation on 
the James river is entirely stopped by an ice 
blockade. The temperature rose today consid- 
ersbdly. The thermometer, at 10:30 o’clock to- 
nighg marked twenty degrees above zero. 

STILL COLD IN CHARLESTON, 

CHARLESTON, 8.C.,January 14.—The weather 
is still very cold. The highest temperature 
today was thirty-seven above, and it remained 
below freezing point during the greater part of 
the day. A thousand loads of wood were dis- 
tributed to the poor by the News and Courier, 
and a great number of destitute were relieved. 

SNOW, SLEET AND RAIN. 

SHREVEPORT, La., January 14.—A storm of 
snow, bail, rain and sleet has prevailed in this 
section for the past twenty-four hours. 

THE DAMAGE TO THE ORANGE CROP. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., January 14.—The 
weather moderated considerably during the 
day and has now returned almost to its normal 
temperature. The rise of temperature has 
been very gradual for two days past with a 
cloudy sky which is very favorable, as mini- 
mizing the damage inflicted by the cold upon 
the orange trees. Dispatches from all parts 
of the state confirm the belief that the cold 
wave carried frost to almost the extreme 
southern end of the peninsula, and there is 
little doubt that substantially the entire orange 
crop remaining on the trees 4 frozen and 
spoiled. The precise effectof freezes upon the 
orange trees cannot be determined 
until warm weather sets in. Probably 
every tree in the state will lose its leaves, and 
the beliefof the best observers is that most of 
the young trees, except where protected, are 
killed. The gradual thaw under cloudy skies 
is very fortunate, however, and the opinion 
now prevails that old and mature trees which 
have been relied on for producing the mar- 
ketable crop of oranges are not seriously hurt, 
and will .not be unless exposed to the warm 
sunshine within the next few days. It is es- 
timated that 500,000 boxes of oranges, worth a 
million dollars, were destroyed by the freeze. 

A CITY WITHOUT WATER. 

CLEVELAND, O., January 14.—-There is im- 
miuent danger of a water famine here. For 
two or three days large quantities of needle 
ice have been drawn into the tunnel leading 
from the lake crib to the pumping station. 
There are four pumps, with a combined daily 
capacity of 40,000,000 gallons. Last night one 
pump stepped and another stopped this morn- 
ing, because of ice. The two remaining pumps 
were kept at work atintervais during the after- 
noon, but wereshut down thisevening, the sup- 
ply of water having been cut off entirely. The 
cause of stoppage, as given by waterworks 
Officials, isthat the stand pipe, which Icads 
into the tunnel outat the crib, and not the 
tunnel itself, is cheked with ice. The top of 
this stamd pipe is séveral feet below the sur- 
face of the lake. and is covered with a grate to 
prevent the entranec of driftwood and other 
obstructions. Fine ice is however sucked 
throuch the grate, and has been solidly packed 
into the pspe by the force of the waver. Five 
men have been at work all day, trying to dis- 
lodge the obstruction, but thus far without 
avail. The task isa difficult one, for the rea- 
son that it requires the service of a diver. 
There is but a small amount of water 
in the reservoirs, and the supply is practically 
exhausted. The west and south sides are 
without water, and this is the case with the 
east side, except on streets along the direct 
mains from the reservoir. People who have 
wells are using water therefrom, and those 
who are fortunate enough to possess a cistern, 
drink rainwater. Others are compelled to 
melt snow. Matrufacturing establishments 
that depended on city water for their boilers, 
were shut down, and tonight water is being 
hauled from the river and lake to supply 
establishments that must run at night. 
The city is in a _ perilous position 
should a fire break out. In the business 
part of city, the department could do nothing 
withit. They could get no water, and the 
only apparatus that could be called into ser- 
vice would he two or three chemical engines. 
At 11 o’clock tonight the waterworks officials 
had given upall hope of removing the ice from 
the stand pipe before tomorrow. The pipe 
is ninety feet in heighth and nine feet in di- 
ameter and is packed full of ice. It may be 
necessary to wait until the weather becomes 
warmer and the ice thaws, for it seems al- 
most an impossibility to remove the obstruc- 
tion. 


IN THE COLD NORTHWEST. 

St. PAvuL, Minn., January 14.—Such arctic 
weather as is now prevailing throughout the 
northwest cannot but be attended by fatal re- 
sults. Thethermometer ranges from twenty 
degrees to thirty-flve degrees below zero in 
many localities. 

The New York Morning Journal’s specials, 
from St. Paul, report many casualties from 
the cold. 

The death of Henry Harkins is reported. 
He was passing a tenement house after dark, 
when some one hurriedly opened a window, 
discharged a bucket of refuse water and closed 
the sash. The water deluged Harkins and 
instantly froze, encasing his head as in a 
plaster-mould. Half suffocated he struggled 
to break the icy mask, slipped and fractured 
his skull. When, found he was recognized 
only after the ice had been chiseled from 
his face. 

It was a fearful death that Irwin Underhill 
suffered near Elgin, Ill. He left a dance after 
midnight on horseback. Heated with alcohol- 
ic drivks, he never noticed the intense cold 
until it was too late. A search was made for 
him after 24 hours’ disappearance. Totally 
concealed within a pnw a’ of peculiar shape 
and size Underhill’s body was exhumed. It 
still sat astride his horse, which wasalso pet- 
rified with ice. On the man’s face wasa look 
of awakening terror. The positions of both 
horse and rider were lifelike. Underhill had 
a cigar between his set teeth. 

In the mountains of Dakota reports of hun- 
ters meeting death by the score come in with 
every mail. The absence of high wind makes 
the cold very deceptive. A party of four men 
left Fargo three days ago, and one of them has 
crawled to civilizition. He says 
that on the first night of their expedition after 
game the cold was so severe that — had to 
devote their entire time and strength to keep- 
ing fuel on their fires. One man seized his gun 
barrel with his gloveless hand, at the approach 
of a bear, and lost all the flesh from that mem- 
ber. Inflammation setin, and want of food 
and the pain from his wound drove him mad. 
He killed himself with his hunting knife. 
Leaving his body in the snow, the three sur- 
vivors struggled homeward. But, blinded by 
the drifting needles of ice, they lost their way, 
and two of them lay down to die within sight 
of the houses of Fargo.

WASHINGTON, January 14.—Statement that 
President Cleveland hap determined that no 
S@nswers shall be given to uests from the 
senate for information as t@ reasons for re- 
movals or suspensions from office is authori- 
tively denied.

Several communications were sent to the 
chairmen of senate committees today from 
the varieus ive departments in response 
to requests tion as to the reason for 
ae i Temovals and appointments. In 
eac cane Teme stated that the department 
had no info ion as to the president’s rea- 
sons for suspension or removal, which was the 
subject of inquiry. The papers transmitted re- 
late solely to the fitness of appointees, and say 
nothing about the character or qualifications of 
officials displaced.

Oae 
reform instituted by the band was the omission 
of ‘Hail to the Chief,” from its repertoire for 
the evening. ‘This was done out of respect to 
the president, who is said to be very tired of 
that tune.

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HEAVY EARTHQUAKES. 


Exciting Scenes in a Little Central American 
Town, 


PANAMA, January 14.—-At two o'clock on the 
morning of the Isth ultimo, the inhabitants of 
the quiet little Spanish city of Amatiltan, four 
miles south by rail from Guatemala eity, about 
500 souls, in all, were awakened by slight but 
frequent shocks of earthquake, which contin- 
ued allday until 5:22 p. m.. when a very 
heavy shock was felt, which s0 alarmed the 
people that they began to think of leaving 
their houses. At 0:56 p. m.~ the 
heaviest shock came, throwing down many 
walls and houses already fissured by the ear- 
lier shocks. People were thrown down. The 
air was filled with dust from the fallen adobe 
houses. Shock followed upon shock. The 
frightened people rushed to the large plaza or 
sguare in front of the church of San Juan 
uud dragged the image of their guardian 
saint, “La Virgee del Rosarie,” outside the 
tre mvling wallsof the church and erected a 
temporary skrine in the middle of. the square, 
before which all -prostrated themselves. No 
one thought of sleeping in what re- 
mained of the houses ~_that night, 
but resort was had to the square_or open 
places where houses had been thrown- down 
One hundred and thirty-one shocks were felt: 
the first day, principally from east to west, 81 
of which occurred between 4 and 5:36, p. m. 
The second day was really as bad as the first, 
and the shocks continued for some days subse- 
quently. Amatitlan has been the scene of ma- 
by disasters. It was destroyed by earthquakes 
in 1830, which lasted from 
April 21 to May Be In 1846 
it was overflowed by the rising of the lake, and 
again in October, 1552, when the water gushed 
up in the middle of the streets, and on the 
24th of the month when the water subsided, 
dead fish were found everywhere, the waters 
became unfit todrink, and many persons per- 
ished of fever. Then again it was destroyed 
by earthewakes in 1862. Lake Amatitlan 1s 
supposed to be the crater of an extinct volcano.

BERLIN, January 14—The accuracy of the 
news already published regarding Germany’s 
seizure of Samoa is not acknowledged in offi- 
cial circles. The statement is officially made 
today thatthe German government has no 
intention of annexing the Samoan islands 
The incidents reported in news dispatches are 
explained according to this statement as re- 
ferring tothe measures adopted by the Cer- 
man authorities to prevent King Malieatca 
from carrying out hisintention of withdraw- 
ing the guarantees he had given for the pro- 
tection of German interests and sights. It is 
positively asserted that nothing can have oc- 
curred which will in anywise affect the 
existing treaties between the Samoan govern- 
ment and Germany, England or America. 

LoNnpDoON,January 14.—Count von Hatch feldt, 
German ambassador, had an interview today 
with the marquis of Salisbury concerning the 
reported seizure of Samoa by Germany. The 
ambassador said he had been instructed by Bis- 
marck to assure Lord Saiisbury that Germany 
would neither annex Samoa nor permanently 
interfere with the government of the islands.

BERLIN, January 14.—Emperor William 
opened the Prussian diettoday. In his speech 
he said: 

‘I am grateful for the love and fidelity of m 
people, and for the benevolent sympathy whic 
has been extended tome from foreign countries. 
Our foreign relations are friendly and support fully 
our belief that the peace of Europe is sure to contin- 
ue. 

The finances of Prussia are somewhat im- 
proved, but it will again be necessary to effect 
aloau. This loan, however, will be smaller 
than that issued in 1855. 

The emperor concluded by ascribing the de- 
pression in trade to overproduction, which, he 
said, it was impossible to prevent by legal 
measures. He announced that bills would be 
introduced for the construction of railways and 
canals, as well as other measures that would be 
designed to assure the development of the 
German people and prevent the Polish element 
fiom pressing the Germans back. 


President Grevy’s Message. 

Panis, January 14.—President Grevy’s mes- 
sage was sent tothe senate and chamber of 
deputies today. He thanked congress for his 
re-election, which, he says proves that the 
country desires a stable government. The re- 
public, he says, is the form of government 
necessary for France, in view of the import- 
ance and divisions of its opponents. It is es- 
sential tbat the left should unite in order to 
realize important and necessary reforms. The 
republic enjoys the highest respect of Europe. 
France has helped in no small degree to main- 
tain the peace of Europe. Grevy concluded by 
paying a warm homage to the army and navy.

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The Silver Situation. 

A correspondent of the New York World, 
presumably Mr. Joseph Pulitzer, writes to his 
paper concerning the silver situation in 
The World, as. well Mr. 
Pulitzer, is a prominent heeler for the Wall- 
street speculators and monopolists, and is in 
favor of demonetizing silver, 
one hundred dollars shall be increased to one 
hundred and twenty dollars.

The reasons which the corre- 
spondent gives for his opinions are good 
ones. The qvestion, in the first place, is not 
by any means a sectional one, for while New 
York, New Jersey and New England are in 
favor of the suspension“of the coinage, and 
while the south and west are opposed to the 
movement to demonetize silver, there 
ig serious division elsewhere, For instance, 
even the Pennsylvania delegation is ne 
longer united.

NEW YorRK, January 1/4, 
accommodation express on the New York and 
Long Branch railroad, made up of cars from 
the Long Branch and Lake road,a_ winter re- 
sort of New Jersey, was thrown trom the track 
by a broken switch 2,000 yards south of Mata- 
wana, 1 few minutes hetore © o'clock this 
morning.
